John ]i Belcher was viciously 


assaulted by Henry Clifford, 
an 


employee of the city street clean- 
ing department near Eleventh 
and Waller streets late Monday 
afternoon. 


According'to statements made 


to the police by eye-witnesses, 
Clifford used a long piece of iron 
in heating the other man, striking 
lira over his body and inflicting 
cuts and bruises on the head, face, 
chest and 
arms. 
When police 


reached the scene they found 
Belcher in a dazed condition and 
bleeding from a half-^-dozcn 
or 


more wounds. Clifford had run 
away. Belcher 
was 
placed in 


the patrol and removed to police 
headquarters, where IPr. James 
W. Fitch dressed his wounds, then 
took him to his home, No. 1208 
Eleventh street, in • his automo- 
bile. 


Clifford was later located in 


the East Bud by Officers Gomes 
and Flowers and arrested. lie 


was locked up but was later re- 
leased. No time has as yet been 
set for his hearing. 


Mr. Belcher said he was sitting 


in his house when he noticed Clif- 
ford about to strike one of sev- 
eral little children playing in the 
street. He said he went out and 
ordered Clifford off 
his 
walk. 


Clifford, he said pulled 
out 
a 


knife. He himself told him that 
he Avauted no trouble with 
him 


and he went back into his homo. 
Later he started to accompany a 
relative to the N. & W. 
depot, 


carrying one of his grips. Just 
as he got in front of Tod 
Crop- 


per's place, he was struck down 
from behind. He said he did not 
know who had struck him, as he 
was da/cd by the blows that were 
rained upon him. Clifford de- 
clined to discuss the assault fur- 
ther than to claim that 
Belcher 


had struck him when he was in 
front of his home and when asked 
if be had used the iron on him, he 
said evasiveiy, "Well, I hit him 


all right." 


According to witnesses Belcher 


was struck five times with the 
piece of iron and the last blow, 
the one near the heart 'that frac- 
tured several ribs, was a kick. 
Each time Belcher got up and 
started to run, he was struck 
again and knocked down. After 
the last blow Belcher came to him- 
self. By this time he was on the 
northeast corner o£ Eleventh and 
Waller streets, 150 feet from the 
place-he was attacked.. Belcher is 
unable to lie down in "bed, 
the 


pains from the injury to his ribs
